• Graduation exercises Tues- 
day . evening id Antioch High 
School wrote the final chap- 
ter oh one of the finest track 
squads the school has ever 
seen. As a team they had 8 
wins for the reason, losing 
only one dual meet. They 
won four major events, the 
Palatine Relays, Class B 
County -Meet, Salem Invita- 
tional and the Northwest 

. Suburban Conference, Meet. 
, Probably' their finest ac- 
complishment was in the 
Nor I Invest Conference Meet 
when they set five confer- 
ence records. Sixteen boys 
earned their loiters. Tom 
Morgan was voted the most 
valuable and -Bruce Dalgaard 
was named team Captain, by 

• their teammates, Bob Flood 
Was voted ■•..the' Most 'Ini: 
proved".* 

Tdm Morgan, tiic only 
member of the team to qual- 
ify for the State meet held 
at Champaign was the Se- 
quoits' leading point winner. 
Morgan racked up 131% 
points for .the season and 
proved lo»,bc one of the 
.State's outstanding sprinters. 

Morgan tied the confer- 
ence record of 10 seconds 
flat, in the hundred yard 
dash'and set a new time of 
21 .8 in the 220 yard dash. 
Morgan also anchored the 980 
relay team to a new confer- 
ence rdcord. 

Bruce Dalgaard,.. another 
standout -for the Scquoits all 
.season, accounted for 123% 
points. Running the 120 high 
hurdles and .the, 800 relay, 
Dalgaard's best day was dur- 
'• ing the . conference meet 
when .lie nosed out Wau- 
eonda's Bob Scott and Jim 
DeNovo'to set a, new record 



of 14.0 in the high hurdle 
event. ' Dalgaard also ran 
the second leg of the 880- re- 
lay. , A 

Bob Flood, the team's most 
improved, started the season 
throwing (ho shot put around 
45* and ended by setting a' 
now record for the" confer- 
onco of 52' 6 Ms"; Flood has 
been a steady competitor all 
year and barely missed quali- 
fying -for the Stale meet. 

One. of the real standouts 
for this season and a' boy 
who 'hover got much. recogni- 
tion -was Jim Edwards. '■'Jim 
does everything coach, Rogor 
A n'd.r e w s described one 
day.". Edwards gave the 
ScquoUs .a total of 130 : 'i 
points for the season, second", 
on the squad. > 

What did Jim -do on the 
team? Well' he ran the hun- 
dred in 10.5, good for at least 
a second in most meets, giv- 
ing the Scquoits a one-two 
punch. He ran the first leg 
on the 880 , relay team and 
did the 220 in 22.3. He w;is 
the Scquoits' lop broad jump- 
er,, his best effort in tluV 
event was 20' 0''. On occa- 
sion he lias been a better 
than, average high jumper 
going as high as 5'lu"; 

Then just' to keep in shape 
Edwards ran the 180 low hur- 
dles for the Scquoits. Jim 
usually ran just behind Dal- 
gaard in the event, his best 
,tinic- wus-20.0, -making Jiim 
one of the 'top hurdlers in 
the conference.

I love Letters to the Editor. 
Letters written by people 
who want to say something 
publicly . They may lie let- 
ters, of criticism, appreciation 
for anything, annoyance; or 
what have you. I find them 
interesting. because they Jell 
you what others are thinking. 
There is one class ^of Let- 
ters to the Editor which fills 
me with annoyance, however. 
These arc the "springing to 
the defense" letters— which 
com.e from Public Relations 
employees of large compan- 
ies or special interests, . ' 
They usually spring from 
some -news item which . some 
particular interest . decides 
casts aspersions on the ster- 
ling worth* of their product. 
They usually . accuse - the 
newspaper of. misrepresen- 
tation, and, they then proceed 
to try to foist on the public 
a list of misrepresentations 
which,- if taken at face value, 
could cause real harm. 

The latest such nuisance 
letter is the one written by 
a representative of the Oil 
Heat Council, criticizing our 
story of May 20 regarding the 
danger of - explosion from 
fuel.- oil in the sewers. 

The .letter contains some 
flat statements that .should 
not be allowed to pass unchal- 
lenged, ■" One, and I quote, 
"Fuel oil just can't biirn un- 
til atomied in a furnace." 
Obviously, fuel oil FUMES 
burn in a space heater. And 
fuel oil fumes will ignite and 
burn, in a number of situa- 
tions. And fuel oil poured 
on a pile of rubbish and lit 
will burn fiercely. 

Of course a match or torch 
plunged in fuel oil will be 
extinguished — if you're lucky 
enough to get it through the 
fumes. The same thing is 
true of gasoline, and it would 
be foolish to clainf that gaso- 
line fumes arc not exptosilve. 
The letter leaves one with 
the impression that Superin- 
tendent of Public Works" Ed? 
gar Simonscn hurriedly re- 
tracted .his statements 'about 
fuel oilin.the sewers. Mr. 
Simonscn says otherwise. "I 
-1 told ' him," says- Edgar, "If 
you' want to think your fuel 
dil is non-explosive, go ahead 
and think so," 
" The writer _of, the letter 
says he hopes. we "will print 
.this to make partial amends 
for the harm that has been 
done' 16 fuel oil." And this, 
to me, is the crowning Incon- 
sistency. •-'-* 

The most ardent supporter 
of fuel oil as a heating agent 
could hardly claim it was 
performing any useful func- 
tion in a sewer. Almost any- 
thing, if misused, . can. be 
dangerous. 
Now, don't get me wrong. 



ing agent. And I'm sure .it's 
dangerous if improperly 
used. I. don't know of any 
heating agent' that isn't. 

We received similar in- 
dignant letters rrom manu- 
facturers of chlorine bleach- 
es when we printed warnings 
about" mixing-such bleaches 
with other products, sucli- as 
ammonia. 

It- seems to mo that manu- 
facturers , should btf more 
zealous in acquainting users 
with any possible hazards in 
the misuse oT their products. 
One tragic accident caused by 
mishandling can-scarc-a - loL 
of. people and make them 
avoid the product. 

We're glad to say that so, 
far no car manufacturer has 
seen fit to write us in pro- 
tesr when we printed a story 
about_..im automobile acci- 
dent,- or tried to warn the 
public that a long weekend 
holiday is likely to result in 
several traffic deaths.
